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THE FUTURE 
is Scouting prepared ?

(Based on a Stage II talk to Group Leaders 
and District Commissioners) 


As you read this many of you will be 
recuperating from the stresses and strains 
of the first major Scouting activity of 
7984, The Feilding Jamboree, and 
wondering about your programmes for 
the coming year. 


But how many of you are looking 
ahead further than that ? 


Will any of you Group Leaders who 
may welcome new Cubs at their investi- 
tures this year think of what those same 
boys will be facing 10 years hence in 
1994? 


The winds of change are blowing 
rapidly through society, bringing about 
changes which we would never have 
considered 20 or even 10 years ago, but 
how many Leaders have thought to look 
so far ahead to consider the place of the 
Movement in that society, or planned for 
the changes which will be inevitable ? 


Group Leaders and District Commis- 
sioners should be aware of pending 
changes in their own districts and plan 
ahead for them. 


Many Leaders do not realise that 
Scouting is an Educational Charity, which 
is dependent on the goodwill and support 
of the community at large. Leaders fill a 
dual role in the Movement. As well as 
being ambassadors at large, they are 
helping to educate young people to take 
their place in the society of the future. 


Unfortunately Leaders at section level 
become engrossed in their work and fail 
to recognise the chances to publicise our 
Movement to the community at large and, 
in doing so, earn their support. 


Group Leaders and District Commis- 
sioners should make every effort to 
promote Scouting in the eyes of the 
public. There are various ways of doing 
this, but a Group with an_ ineffective 
promotional programme in its community 
will also have financial problems in some 
form or another. 


Such a situation usually reflects lack 
of managerial skills on the part of the 
Group Leader. 


The same situation could apply at 
District level too if DCs have ignored the 
first requirements of their job as laid down 
in POR. 


Challenge: 


As we seek to foster goodwill and 
financial support from the community, 
other youth organisations are challenging 
us for our share of them. Some of those 
same organisations are copying our aims 
and methods and, unfortunately, proving 
more successful in a few cases. 


Annual development policies are 
looked on as matters for District or Area, 
but they need to be kept under review at 
all times. Group Leaders should keep in 
touch with their local schools for roll 
trends. so they in turn can inform their 
DCs. After all, Group Leaders are 
members of the District Committee, as 
DCs are members of Area committee, so 
it is in their own interests to keep their 
fingers on local pulses. 


The progress of a Group or District 
should be likened to that of a business. 
If you see a problem which may affect 
your cash flow you do not wait until the 
bank manager tells you the bad news that 
you should already know — that you have 
run out of cash and are bankrupt. You 
take steps to deal with it. 


The signs are there in Scouting also. 


Signs: 

We deal in boys and the development 
of their characters. The annual census 
tells us if our ‘stock in trade” is rising 
or falling, but do we do anything about 
it if the signs point towards ‘‘bank- 
ruptcy’’ ? 


Too often we ignore those signs as 
we are not trained to recognise them. 


| hasten to add that the training is 
available, but too many Leaders ignore 
it because they fail to appreciate its 
value. 


A resourceful District Commissioner 
or Group Leader will check on local 
school rolls and note the trends. The 
figures supplied by the Department of 
Statistics to the Education Department 
are the basis on which teaching require- 
ments are established. Scouting at local 
level should be prepared to take advantage 
of the same trends. 


lf a rise is predicted plans should be 
made to capitalise on it or, if numbers 
are likely to drop, plans should be made 
to prevent waste of manpower and other 
resources. 


Perhaps the greatest challenge to 
Scouting in the years ahead is that of 
unemployment. 


Those of you who may _ have 
experienced this economic phenomenon, 
which is now common in present day 
society, will appreciate what many young 
people are going through. A few 
Leaders will remember back to the 1930s 
and the feeling of hopelessness that 
many people suffered. 


Unemployment: 


Unfortunately, in our day and age 
unemployment has become a fact of life. 
Because of the advance of technology 
the situation is not likely to improve. 


John Dowling in his ‘’Project 
Scoutup Report’’ quotes a specialist who 
predicts that 20 years hence the average 
school-leaver will not start work in his 
first permanent job untill he is 24. 


Such signs are already among us, so 
what hope has that Cub you will be 


investing this year when he is job hunting 
eight or 10 years hence? 


As a Movement we already face a 
challenge among. our teenage members 
most affected, the Venturers. To cope 
with the problem we may be forced to 
provide more specialist Leaders to work 
inthis area. | 


But the unemployment spectre is 
much more cunning and we may fail to 
recognise it as such. 


How many Group Leaders have 
checked to see if any drop outs from any 
of their sections have been caused by 
family financial situations ? 


We all know that the present overall 
economic situation had its effect on 
numbers attending the Feilding Jamboree, 
but what about falling Group Section 
numbers ? 


It is the duty of the group to check 
for such instances and, if possible for 
the Group Committee to come up with a 
solution to help meet the situation. 


Such problems might be nipped in 
the bud if Section and Group Leaders 
went back to the old habit of visiting the 
homes of their boys. 


Visits : 

After all, you have every excuse for 
such visits as you are entrusted with a 
very vital job — assisting in the training 
and developing of their sons’ characters. 


Unfortunately, as Leaders we some- 
times neglect our social obligations to 
the community at large. We hide behind 
our uniforms in our sections in an 


anonymous manner rather than looking 
outward to see where our activities could 
fit in with those of the community at 
large. 


Yet another trend in the community 
which is felt in Scouting is the still 
increasing number of one-parent families 
and the climbing divorce rate. 


The conventions of society are likely 
to continue in this way, challenging the 
social values of each succeeding 
generation. 


Under such conditions many young 
people will be looking for stability which 
they may not be able to find in their own 
homes. 


Which brings us to the role of 
Scouting and its place in the community — 
“to encourage the physical, mental and 
spiritual development of young psople so 
they may take a constructive place in 
society.’ (POR 1a) 


Within the stable organisation of the 
Movement Leaders will be called on to 
be counsellors to young people who will 
find it more and more difficult to relate 
Scouting concepts to the community at 
large. 


We should put more emphasis on the 
corporate life of the Group so we can 
provide the stability those young people 
will be searching for. 


The signs are already there of the 
challenges we will be facing in the 
future.

All | can say is ‘‘Be Prepared”, 
otherwise we will be failing in our duty 
as Leaders to the citizens of the future.

Book Review 


250 Million Scouts 


by Laszlo Nagy 


It is now 78 years since a semi-retired 
British general took what at that time was 
a quite extraordinary initiative He invited 
a group of boys to leave the foggy grime 
of London and share in an unprecedented 
adventure-a fortnight open-air camping on 
a small inhospitable island with activities 
being conceived, organised and carried 
Out by the youths themselves. 


The old soldier never imagined the 
consequences of this simple idea of ex- 
panding the educational system to include 
out-door recreation. For Robert Baden- 
Powell, to his own total surprise, thus 
became the Founder of the greatest 
voluntary youth movement in the World 
Scouting Since that first outing B.P. has 
become the inspiration for 250 million 
followers in 119 countries. 


How and why did it happen? This 
fascinating book provides the answer by 
analysing the secret behind one of the 
most phenominal success stories of 
modern times. 


(Dr. Nagy accepted the appointment 
of Chief Executive of the World Organi- 
sation of the Scout Movement. It was to 
have been a three year assignment. Now, 
17 years later and still in the job this 
book 250 million Scouts, is the fruit of 
his unique experience).

30th ANNIVERSARY OF ASIA-PACIFIC SCOUT REGION 


1986 marks the 30th anniversary of 
the establishment of the Asia-Pacific 
(formerly Far East) Region of the World 
Organisation of the Scout Movement. 

The first travelling commissioner for 
the Asia—Pacific was appointed in March 
1956 and a small regional office esta- 
blished in the National Scout Head- 
quarters uf the Boy Scouts of the 
Phillippines in Manila. 

The first Asia-Pacific Regional Scout 
Conference was held in Baguio City, 
Philippines in April 1958. 

The original 10 national Scout asso- 
ciations in the region grew to 23 by 


1976. However, changes in governments 
brought the suppression of Scouting in 
Burma Arghanistan, Laos and Viet-Nam 
at various times. Today there are 20 
Member Organizations in the region with 
a membership of approximately 7.5 
millions, making it the largest of the five 
World Scouting regions. The Regional 
office has remained in Manila, and its 
Executive Commissioner is J. Plaridel 
Silvestre.

FOR A DISTRICT
